It was more timely aid than th at ex 
tended by another judge who had 
wrongly directed a Jury. 
Ile left in 
his will a sum of money to liquidate 
the costs of the man whom ho had 
thus caused to lose his case. 


William H. Underwood, in an article 
in one of the leading Minnesota dailies 
says that he believes that more men 
are failing because they have too much 
land than because they have too little. 
He bases his idea upon his own experi­
